The occupant 
of the cabin told authorities that 
Evans had attempted to borrow a 
license from him, saying he desired 
to take a trip.

Crucial Period for Georgia 


Farmer Passed, Says Sessions | 


Farm loans aggregating $435,500 
have been consummated during ihe 
present month of July by the Sessions 
Loan and Trust Company of Marietta. 
This amount represents a total acreaze 
of 50,700 acres of timber and improved 
lands in the states of Georgia and 
Florida. 

Two. loans of $150,000 each have 
been recently put through. One was 
on an 11,000-acre farm in Georgia and 
Florida and the other on 25,000 acres 
improved land and timber in Flori- 
da. A $125,000 loan was also con- 
summated’ on 7,000 acres of farm land 
in Touisiana- Other transactions in- 
clude a $10,500 loan on 7,700 acres 
of timber land in the southern sec- 
tion of Georgia 

It is understood that there is now 
pending approximately three million 
dollars of very large loans scattered 
teroughout various’ sections of the 
country and which are expected to 
be closed at an early date. 

Moultrie Sessions, president of the 


company, states that while farm mort- 
gages in Georgia have been very poor 
during the period of deflation, indi- 
cations point to an early return to 
normalcy. Investors are beginning 
to show an increased interest, and nu- 
merous inquiries are coming in every 
day. “In fact,” said Mr. Sessions, “‘] 
have every reason to believe that Geor- 
gia has passed the crucial period and 
that financial conditions of the state 
will be much better from now on.” 

The [-ssions Loan and Trust com- 
pany has been in business in Mari- 
etta for thirty-six years and enjoys a 
state-wide reputation. Some ‘ten 
years ago they extended their opera- 
tions to other sections, and today they 
have important offices in Atlanta, 
Washington, Chicago and plans for 
one in New York.

Approval of the house committee on 
general judiciary No. 1 was given to 
1 number of important bills at a 
meeting held Tvesday afternoon.

Baldwin of the Missouri Pacific de- 
clared in a letter that in the event 
the commission approved the applica- 
tion the road would exert a reason- 
able effort to maintain the passenger 
service now existing through the city 
of Baton Rouge and would not dis- 
criminate against the port of Baton 
Rouge or any other gateway in 
Louisiana. 

Publie Service Commissioner Long, 
who has opposed the consotidation, 
then filed a formal order with the 
commission withdrawing opposition 
to the merger.

Higher Prices Are Ahead, | 
Is Feeling in Wall Street 


, BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, July 29.—This was an- 
other million-share day on the stock 
exchange, with the average price of 
50 representative shares making a 
new 1924 bigh. More encouraging 
reparations cable news from abroad 
was partly responsible for today’s in- 
creased stock market activity and 
higher prices; however, the feeling 
is growing here in the financial dis- 
trict that higher prices are ahead. 
Public interest in the stock market is 
increasing. 

Eastern crude oils were cut to- 
day from 5 to 15 cents a barrel, in- 
dicating that there might be an- 
other cut in mid-continent crude 
oil prices. 

Oil shares, however, were stronger 
on the announcement that the Fed- 
eral Oil companies had sold to a 
large international oil company for 
October and November delivery, 1,- 
000,000 barrels of gas oil at 4 1-4 
cents a gallon. This was understood 
by Wall street to mean that the oil 
interests look for high oil prices in 
the autumn. | 

Gross earnings of 51 railroads for 
June foot up $369,025,000, against 
$341,368,000 a year ago, indicating 
a decrease of 14.4 per cent. Net 
operating income of the same roads 
was $52,991,000, against $63,520,000, 
a drop of 16.6 per cent. Compared 
with this May, however, net was up 
9.4 per cent. 


These figures indicate that the 
full returns for June will show $67,- 
000,000 income, which would compare 
with $77,624,000 for June of 192: 
and with $60,595,000 for May of 
this year. 

Brokers’ loans are now at $1,330,- 

000, according to figures given 
out here today, an increase of $5, 
000,000 in the past two weeks. A 
year ago at this time these loans 
stood at $1,500,000,000, which, coim- 
pared with $2,000,000,006, the high 
record for all time established in 
February of last year. 

Pressed Steel Car was sold heavily 
today on rumors that when the di- 
rectors meet on August 5 the quar- 
terly dividend of $1 a share might be 
passed. 

Great Northern has applied to the 
interstate commerce commission for 
authority to sell $4,500,000 equip- 
ment notes at not less than 95.

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WHEAT SUFFERS

Chicago, July 29.—Big profit-taking 
sales here, together with rain in 
Canada pulled down the wheat mar- 
ket toduy and gave a severe jolt to 
buyers of other grains.

This in- 
stitution, founded during the war by 
the armies of the central powers oc- 
cupying Poland, had been engaged in 
a rezular discounting business as weli 
av in the issuing of notes. 

In 1919 and thereafter, each note 
issued by the rational loan office 
in Warsaw carried the official dec- 
laration that it was a temporary 
issue, to be exchanged subsequently 
for the new currency. ‘The new cur- 
reney, therefore, comes now as the 
result of a well-matured plan adopted 
five years ago. The zloty bank notes 
were in fact ergraved and printed 
in 1919. 

New Piank of Issue.
